HE 8th. On Intelligence given the Night 
before, that the Enemy were marching by the 


High Road to Orbeffan and Pignerol, and that 
their Troops pofted on the Hills on the other fide the 
Po under Gen. Albergotti were taking the fame Route, 
his Royal Highnefs and P. Eugene, who went up the 
Hill near the Valentine to take a View of them, faw. 
they had aftually pafs’d the Po over the Bridge of Ca- 
ve yoretto, which chey had fet on Fire ; but our Men got 
thither time enough to put out the Fire and preferve the 
Bridge : Several Detachments were made toobferve the 
Enemy in their Retreat, and to execute feveral Or- 
ders. A great Number of Prifoners and of Defer- 
ters, together with a gréat deal of Baggage arriv’d 
inour Camp ; and we heard more and more of the 
great Confufion and Lofs of the Enemy. The Mar- 
thal de Marfin died that Day of his Wounds. The 
Count de Harach was difpatch’d to carry to Vienna 
the News of this Glorious Victory. 

The 9th, feveral other Prifoners and much more 
of the Enemies Baggage was brought to the Camp: 
They hkewife abandon’d all theie Cannon that was 
in the Mountains beyond Turin. Our Detach- 
ments, and more efpecially that under M. de Lan- 
galerie, took from the Enemy feveral Prifoners, &c. 

The Army refted the roth, 11th, and 12th, and 
marcb’d the 13th to Brandis, the 14th to Rodifon, 
the 15th to Cigliano, where they refted the 16th. 
The 17th they march’d to San Germano, the 18:h 
to Vercelli, the 19th to Camerano, the 20th to No- 
vara, which furrender’d after a Siege of Three 
Days, and during the March Chivas furrended with 
its Magazines and 1400 French Prifoners. Ivrea 
and Vercelli were likewife taken. The 22d the 
Army encamp’d at Trecate, the 23d at La Torre 
di Buffalo, the 24th at Corfico, where they refted 
—e 25th, and the City of Milan capitulated that

Milan, OGtob. 2. The 25th of laft Month the 
Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene came into this 
City, where they were receiv'd with all poffible 
Marks of Honour dve to their Quality, and at 
Night grea: Rejoycings were made for the Deli- 
ve-ance of this City from the Oppreffion and Yoke 
of France, Our Citadel has likewife fubmitred, on

We flatter 
our felves too that afier Pavia, Cremona will like- ’ 
wife be reduc’d.
